control

At the head stand leaders in both 


major parties popularly identified as 
"conservatives"; Alfred E. Smith 
and John W. Davis, democrats, who 
lost the presidency to Hoover and 
Coolidge; James W. Wadsworth and 
Nathan L. Miller, republican strong- 
men in New York. 
Liberals Watch Move. 


Already there are rumblings of 


"liberal" arraignment of the move 
that Jouett Shouse announced last 
night as one to combat "radical- 
ism." It was he who described the 
league as "not anti-Roosevelt," but 
father intended to serve as a forum 
and a force before congress for 
those who want to, guard their per- 
sonal and property rights. 


A week ago he told President 


Roosevelt about it, in words like" 
these: "The league will become a 
real factor in assisting toward re- 
covery and the restoration of pros- 
perous conditions for all our people." 
That the president hardly would 


take exception to the announced 
goal is accepted. It also is certain 
he is aware of the political poten- 
tialities.

Shouse, who Is to be elected pres- 


ident when the executive commit- 
tee has been raised to about 18, dis- 
closed that seven divisions will be 
set up for a membership drive in 
every state. The only other man 
known' to be a member besides 
Shouse. Smith, Davis, Wadsworth 
and Miller is Irenee du Pont, a po- 
litical independent who supported 
Smith and Roosevelt. 


As to what stand the league wUl 
take on NRA, AAA. financial poli- 
cies or relief programs, nothing was 
said. In organized labor quarters, 
however, there was expectation that 
the league will call one or more of 
these into question. The tax bill 
to start paying costs of the new deal 
promises to provide a bitter contest 
in the January session of congress.

U. S. MAY SEEK 
FARM PARITY BY 
BJOSJNG LOANS 
L935Ttyiieat Acreage May 
Be Curtailed 2 Million 


Or More Acres. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—(AP)— 


The AAA, which has set the farm 
prices of 1909 to 1914 as a goal to 
shoot at, may seek to use wide- 
spread loans on commodities as its 
ammunition. The prices of the pre- 
war years, the relatively golden age 
of American agriculture, are called 
"parity" prices. 


Recent moves to increase cotton 
cans to 12 cents and extend corn 
oans to January 1,. 1935, were re- 
garded as a bridge between the 
jresent loan policy and a new one 
,o be submitted to the next con- 
gress. 


The measure would allow the AAA 
extend its lending to other crops 
;han corn and cotton, officials be- 
leve. 


Prevent Surpluses. 


By lifting the loan value of com- 


nodities gradually while maintain- 
ing a production control to prevent 
surpluses some officials think the 
pvernment could create a level of 
'arm income throughout the year 
which would restore "parity."

(INS)—Modifying its pres- 
ent wheat acreage reduction 
program, the AAA today de- 
cidea upon a 10 per cent re- 
duction in wheat acreage from 
the normal acreage for next 
year. 


The plan will permit farmers to 


increase their wheat acreage five 
per cent over this year as the reduc- 
tion is fifteen per cent for the cur- 
rent year. 
The program, it was stated, will 


be announced officially within the 
next 24 hours unless there is an un- 
expected development which may 
cause a slight revision. 


The goal of the AAA in wheat 


production for next yeaj was given 
as 750,000,000 to 800,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. This would compare with 
an estimated crop of 490,000,000 
bushels for the present year. 
The modification of the program 


was .agreed upon by AAA planners 
as a result of ravages of the drouth, 
which drastJbally reduced 
wheat 


production this year. 


Would Hold Prices Steady. 


Officials of the AAA believe that 


with a normal crop next year the 
reduction plan would hold wheat 
prices steady, allow sufficient wheat 
for export and avoid any possibility 
of shortage in this country. 


The new order will affect farmers 


who signed contracts for two years. 
Officials said there was no inten- 
tion of opening up the contract

Talk Gives Reassurance 


To Worried Heads 


Of Business. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23— (IP) — 


Secretary 
Roper, declaring that 


business definitely is on the up- 
grade, has informed the nation that 
the Roosevelt administration stands 
for "just profits." 
His statement that the govern- 
ment believes in the private profit 
motive was regarded as an answer 
to critics and reassurance to busi- 
ness men. 


The commerce department head 
said: 
"Private enterprise is getting back 
upon its own feet, and more and 
more is exerting its initiative and is 
able to relieve the federal govern- 
ment of responsibilities which un- 
der normal conditions belong to 
business. 


"The Roosevelt administration is 
squarely behind this principle. 
It 
believes in just profits for manage- 
ment and capital and an equitable 
return to labor for its rightful re- 
wards in the economic processes." 


Reforms Necessary, 


Roper said the depression had 


convinced all thinking people that 
fundamental reforms are necessary 
if the American system of business, 
society and government is to be 
maintained. 


"No thinking business man desires 


;o have the old order restored," he 
said. "He does desire and is en- 
;itled to have the new order char- 
acterized by a better control against 
economic cataclysms and by the 
freedom to exercise his initiative in 
planning for the future of his busi- 
ness in the light of an equitable 
profit system." 
The secretary, contending that 


'business is better 
than 
business 
sentiment," said "if business cour- 
age were equal to the business sta- 
;istics we would be in need of con- 
trolling a real business boom." 


"Many corporations," he added, 
'are showing this in renewed divi- 
dends from recent profits; another 
evidence is found in the fact that 
;he Reconstruction Finance cor- 
poration has been paid back 42 per 
:ent of all the loans it has made to 
business. 


"Could we find any better evi- 


dence that business is rapidly get- 
ting back on its own initiative? 


Evidence of Recovery. 


"Yes. there is plenty of statistical 
evidence of sound recovery. By 
substituting courage for pessimism 
md hope based on actual facts, the 
battle against the depression will be 
won."

A more difficult problem, that ol 


determining production quotas, was 
tackled at a meeting of beet farm- 
ers with J. A. Dickey, in charge ol 
the AAA adjustment program. Later 
the growers were to confer with 
Dalton. AAA officials believed the 
1935 contracts would be ready in a 
few weeks.

The mtmth was originally the the anomalistic month, and the 


time it took for the moon to re- 
volve once around the earth. This 
designation, called the lunar month, 
however, varies according to what 
reckoning is used to determine a 
revolution. If you take the posi- 
tion of the moon in relation to the 
stars, and calculate the time elaps- 
ing before the moon returns to this 
same position> you have the side- 
real month. From new moon to 
new moon is called the synodic 
month. 


The nodical or dracontic month, 


trppical month are units of time 
used in astronomy. The first is the 
mean time of revolution from as- 
cending node to ascending node, 
the second is from perigee to peri- 
gee, and the third from equinox to 
equinox. 


The solar month is the twelfth 


part of the solar year. The calen- 
dar month, of course, varies with 
the month. In common law the 
month was deemed to be 28 days 
unless otherwise expressed, but by 
statute the month is considered a 
calendar month unless otherwise 
expressed. In business-a month is 


usually considered 30 days. 


Steeplechasing is considered one 


of the more hazardous of sports. 
Few riders hope to follow it long 
without an occasional tumble. Yet 
George Stevens, famous English 
rider, never fell in his whole career

Upon Government 


Iowa Editor Says Interference In 


Private Business Causcg 


Timidity of Capital. 


OMAHA, Aug. 23—(ff)—Edwin 
P. 


Chase, Atlantic, la., 
editor,

winner of the 1933 Pulitzer prise, in 
an address before the Omaha Rotary 
club Wednesday declared that gov- 
ernment interference in private 
business is the cause of the timidity 
of capital in industry. He said the 
country was trying to spend itself 
into prosperity. 


"It can't be done," he continued. 
"It is common knowledge that gov- 
ernments or individuals who con- 
tinue to spend more than they take 
in must end in bankruptcy." ' 
Stating that he was not criticizing 
certain federal relief projects which 
have been made necessary by eco- 
nomic conditions, Chase said it was 
his belief the government had gone 
so far into the regulation of large 
and small business that investors 
are "marking time" with their cap- 
ital."The founders of this nation never 
intended 
that 
the government 
should become a partner in private 
enterprise, and business men do not 
desire it. It was never the intention 
of the founders that the government 
should sponsor every individual in 
every act," he said. 
Concluding, Mr. Chase said the 
onlj' pathway by which the United 
States can return to solid ground 
is the application of the principles 
and faith of the "old time individ- 
ualists." 
Chase won the Pulitzer prize with 
an editorial entitled "Where is our 
money?"

ONJURE the names 'Which appeared in the an- 


nouncement of the formation of the American 


Liberty league. Two—Alfred 5. Smith and John W. 
Davis—were democratic candidates for the presidency. 
A third, Jouett Shouse, a former Kansas congress- 
man, was former chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee. Still another, Irenee du Pont, is the 
head of the powerful and immensely wealthy Dela- 
ware family which has been an» important factor in 
the affairs of the democratic party of that state. 


All of them w*ere opposed to Franklin Roosevelt 


prior to his nomination for the presidency at the 
Chicago convention in 1932. All fought him to the 
last ditch in a grim battle in which neither side asked 
for quarter. Smith himself was the opposing candi- 
date. Shouse was the spear head of his attack upon 
Roosevelt and the choice of the Smith forces for per- 
manent chairman of the 
convention. Davis voted 


consistently against Roosevelt with the hostile Tam- 
many delegation, and whether he ever changed his 
vote or not cannot be said, for when the final ballot 
was taken, Tammany packed up its baggage and de- 
serted the convention hall very largely on the con- 
cluding day of the convention. It was its privilege 
and its right to sponsor the candidacy of Al Smith, 
and to work doggedly for the defeat of Roosevelt as 
the democratic standard bearer. That it was wholly 
sincere, wholly honest and upright in doing so should 


_ be granted without question.

PUBLIC LOTTERIES. 


T 


HE suggestion of a municipal lottery in New York 


City for the purpose of providing funds for un- 


employment relief, is not a new one. That is, publicly 
operated lotteries for the purpose of obtaining reve- 
nue are old, though this is probably the first one pro- 
posed for the express purpose of providing assistance 
or the needy. In some of the Canadian provinces, 
notably Quebec, large sums are obtained for relief 
)Urposes by attaching special stamps to every bottle 
if liquor sold, and the plan seems worthy of cons'd- 
eration by states in this country which permit the 
ale of liquors. 
In the earlier years lotteries were quite common 
.mong the American colonists and later in the states, 


>ufc they date back far beyond that, the first one of 
»-hich there is any record having been conducted in 
Bruges in 1446. v In 1569 a lottery was held in Kng-_ 
and under the patronage of Queen Elizabeth, and in 
612 one was held for the colony of Virginia. Dur- 
ng the seventeenth century the people of most of 
he European countries became crazy over lotteries, • 
/hich were later prohibited by most of the states. 
Many of the early lotteries in this country were or- 
anized for the purpose of paving streets and making 
ther public improvements, but they became com- 
mon for the purpose of erecting churches and educa- 


onal buildings, both Yale and Harvard having con- 
ucted such enterprises for the purpose of obtaining 
ew structures. 
The greatest and the last scheme of this kind in 
he United States was the Louisiana State lottery, 
bartered in 1868, with drawings monthly at New 
>rleans under the supervision of two former generals 
i the Confederate army. It was given a monopoly 
'. the business in the state and paid to the latter 
40,000 per year. The charter was renewed for a 
period of twenty-five years in 1879, but in 1890 an 
attempt to obtain anoher renewal failed, notwith- 
standing the fact tht the company offered to pay the 
state $1,250,000 a year. The governor vetoed the bill, 
and in 1890 congress forbade the sending of lottery 
advertising through the mails, and also shut off the 
Louisiana company's mail privileges. 


The company moved to Honduras and operated 


there for a time, but finally gave up. There are na- 
tional lotteries in Cuba and numerous other Latin 
American countries. 


HOW TAXES ARE DISTRIBUTED. 


given out by the state tax commission- 


er's office showing how taxation in Nebraska is 


distributed among different classes of property indi- 
cate a. reasonably equitable division of the cost of 
government among the citizenship of the common- 
wealth. 


As would naturally be expected in a state where 


agriculture is the chief industry, farm holdings repre- 
sent over half the total wealth listed on the assess- 
ment books — about 62 per cent. 
Farm lands and 


buildings alone account for 55 per cent of the gross 
valuation, while 7 per cent is made up of livestock, 
machinery, grain and other / products on hand, and 
poultry. Normally, these percentages are reasonable, 
although in a year of general crop failure they seem 
rather hard on rural interests. 


Residents of cities and villages, however, also con- 


tribute substantially as individuals to the tax reve- 
nues of the state and its subdivisions. Their homes, 
business structures, and other real estate are assessed 
for 21% per cent of the total valuation. This is in 
fair proportion to the aggregate 
value of urban 


properties in comparison with farms, ranches, or- 
chards, and other productive acreages outside. 


When it comes to such items as household goods, 


automobiles, and miscellaneous articles, everybody is 
assessed and taxed on the same general basis, wheth- 
er he live in town or in the country. The constitu- 
tion of Nebraska allows exemption of $200 for each 
family on household equipment, and in many cases 
this is enough to cancel the entire assessment on that 
kind of property. 


Business is subject to a number of" special kinds of 


taxation, in addition to what it pays on real estate 
and personal goq^s. The intangible tax 
on bank 


shares, money, stocks and bonds, notes, judgments, 
liens and other credits is one of these. Utility cor- 
porations are assesed on their franchises. 
Railroads 


pay local taxes on their lands and buildings, while 
the state assesses them according to the market worth 
of their stocks and bonds and distributes the valua- 
tions among the various taxing districts in propor-

Then there are the special taxes on gasoline, beer,

Do you wonder that with such a 
splendid ideal held abroad it should 
profoundly mould our thinking at 
home? Ours was to be a new com- 
monwealth of men, not of laws, in 
which the unprivileged and the dis- 
inherited were -welcome guests. Here 
they could come and partake of the 
best we had and share it with 
others who followed them. 
No concept of modern politics has 
equalled that propounded by the 
founders of the American common- 
wealth.

ANSWER. 


Perhaps not the larger part, but 
it is true that the gallant Holland- 
ers have been pushing back the sea 
since thier earliest days. No more 
amazing tale is told of continuous 
foresight and industry than that 
summed up in the staying that "God 
made the sea, but the Dutchman 
made the shore." For centuries he 
has fought the steady onslaughts of 
the waters with dikes which are the 
last word in efficiency. 


After inclosing a given area of 
water in what is called a polder, the 
engineers pump it dry, and in a few 
years cattle are grazing and crops 
ripening on soil containing the dust 
of ships and sailors. The numerous 
windmills which are a prominent 
feature of Holland's landscape en- 
list the breezes to expel the water 
from the polders. 


A few years ago the government 
resolved to tackle the problem of 
the Zuyder Zee. To do this properly 
a twenty-six-mile wall had to be 
built separating that huge expanse 


of water from the North sea and 
connecting the northern province of 
Holland with Friesland, the north- 
eastern province of the Netherlands. 
It now remains. to pump out the 
Zuyder Zee, which it Js estimated 
will take about 20 years. When the 
work is completed the total area of 
Holland will have been increased 7 
per cent and its arable area 10 per 
cent. 


As a country of 8,000,000 inhabi- 
tants and only 
one-eighty-eighth 
the size of the United States. Hoi 
land needs more land to providi 
food and a livelihood for her popu 
lation. I sometimes wonder whether 
any nation on earth can match the 
unique record she has made not only 
in peace but in war, for when her 
territory was invaded she floodec 
her land until victory crowned her 
arms.

In planning an 
adult diet, one does not have to 
consider that the body is rapidly 
adding to all its tissues. You need 
consider only energy and tissue re- 
placement. 
But in children you 
must consider energy, tissue repair 
and tissue addition (growth). To 
fulfill these requirements there are 
four factors: 


1. Energy requirement—the total 


amount of food must be greater 
than at any later period of-life. 


2. Protein—four times as much 


as adults. 


3. Minerals—especially calcium, 


phosphorus, iron and iodine. ' 
4. Vitamins. 
Water is left out of this <iiscus- 
sion. For while water is an abso-j 
lutely necessary part of an infant's i 
died, it does not come under the 
heading of nutritional reserve. 
i 


The question you will immediate- i 


ly want to know Js exactly whati 
foods furnish these requirements. 
That is easy to answer, because 
under modern conditions'of iood 
merchandising it would be hard to 
construct a diet which did not live 
up Jo them. In onir cae or two 
places is it necessary to take any 
special pains in planning for cer- 
tain elements. 
The total amount of energy re- 
quired in infants' food is three 
times as much as in adults—50 
calories per pound per day for a 
year-old infant as against 15 
calorics per pound for an adult 40 
years old. The large digestive ap- 
paratus of the child takes care of 
this extra food. If an adult were 
to consume as much food in com- 
parison to weight as an infant, he 
would drink 10 quarts of milk, and

A. Luke r..'Evangelical
